and for the more effeftual adminiftration of Juftice at Seffions, and by 
Juftices of the Peace in cities and counties of cities within this Kingdom,’’ 
as relates to Gaols or Gaolers or any Prefentment for the fame ; fo much of 
an Aft paifed in the twenty-third and twenty-fourth ' years of the reign of 
His prefent Majefty, intituled, “ An Aft for altering amending and ren- 
“ dering more effeftual the laws now in being for regulating and managino- 
“ the public. Gaols and Prifons throughout this Kingdom,” as relates to the 
building repairing and regulating Gaols or to Gaolers ; fo much of an Aft 
paffed in the twenty-fixth year of the reign of His. prefent Majeify, intituled 
“ An Aft for making widening and repairing public Roads in the county 
“ of Dublin, and for repealing parts of feveral Afts formerly made for that 
purpofe,” as relates to any Prefentment for any of the matters for which 
Prefentments are authorized by this Aft ; an Aft paffed in the faid year, 
intituled, “ An Aft for amending and carrying more effeftaially into force 
the feveral laws iiow in being for regulating the public Gaols and 
“ Prifons throughout this Kingdom fo much of an Aft paffed in the 
faid year, intituled, “ An Aft to enable the Grand Juries of the feveral 
“ counties of cities and counties of towns within this Kingdom, to grant 
“ fuch fums as fhall be neceffary for building and repairing Bridewells 
“ therein,” as relates to the budding repairing or government of Bride- 4 
wells, or as to the accommodations therein or to the Keepers thereof; fo 
much of an Aft paffed in the twenty-feventh year of the reign of His 
prefent Majefty, to explain and amend the faid firft-mentioned Aft of the 
twenty-fixth year of the reign of His prefent Majefly, as relates to any Prifons 
or Medicines for the fame, or any Infpeftors Phyficians or other Officers 
thereof; an Aft paffed in the thirty-third year of the reign of His pre- 
feiit Majefty, intituled, “ An Aft for the better regulation of the Marfhal- 
“ fea of the Four Courts in Dublin,” fo much of an Aft paffed in the faid 
year, intituled, “ An Aft refpefting the colleftion of Public Money to be 
“ levied in the county of the city of Dublin by prefentment,” as relates 
to the repairing of Gaols, and the falary of the Chaplain or Ordinary of 
the Nevv Prifon in Dublin ; and fo much of an Aft paffed in the thirty-ninth 
year of the reign of His prefent Majefty, intituled, “ An Aft to promote the 
“ building of new Gaols,” as relates to the building of Gaols; all which 
faid Afts were paffed in Ireland ; and alfo fo much of an Aft paffed in the 
forty-ninth year of His Majefty’s reign, intituled, “ An Aft to alter and 
“ amend an Aft of Parliament of Ireland, paffed in the thirty-third year 
“ of His prefent Majefty, intituled, “ An Aft refpefting the colleftion of 
“ Public Money, to be levied in the county of the city of Dublin by ^ 
“ Prefentment, and for the better regulation of the mode of eleftion 
“ and office of Treafurer of the Public Money of the city of Dublin,” as re- 
lates to the bills of Apothecaries for medicines and necefiaries provided for 
Except as prifoners, or to any Prefentment for the fame ; fhall be Repealed : Save fo 
herein. as the faid Afts or any of them repeal any former A 6 l or Afts of Par- 

liament, or any claufe matter or thing therein ; and alfo fave and except 
as to any proceeding for the puniftiment of any perfbn or perfons for cr in 
refpeft of any offence or offences which fhall before the commencement of 
this Aft have been committed againft any one or more of the faid Afts ; 

and 
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and alfo fave and except tliat all and every Prefentmeht and Prefentments 
made by any Grand Jury, and all and every appointment or appointments 
of any Officer or Officers or other perfon to perform any duties under the 
faid recited A6:s or any of them, and all and every a<5l and deed or a£l:s 
and deeds which on or before the faid day ffiall have been lawfully made 
or done under or by virtue of any one or more of the faid Ads, fhali fraud 
and be of the fame force validity and effect (iinlefs hei-ein exprefsly otiier- 
wife provided) as if this Ad had not pafled ; and alfo fave and except that 
all and every medicines neceffaries materials or workmanfh'p, which fliall 
have been lawfully furnhbed or done under or by virtue of any one or more 
of the faid Ads, fhall , be paid for in the fame manner in all reipeds as if 
this Ad had not paffed. 

And be it Enaded, That every Gaol Bridewell Houfe of Cor- 

6 redion Marfhalfea Penitentiary Houfe Sheriff’s Prifon and other Prifons 
in Ireland, of what nature or kind foever the fame fhall be, fhall 
confift of two feparate parts,' one for Male and one for Female pri- 
foners, with a complete clivifion between them lo as to prevent any 
intercourfe between the faid male and female prifoners; and that to 
each of the faid parts there fhall be annexed and belonging a yard of 
fufficient dimenfions to enable the faid prifoners to have the benefit of frefh 
air and exercife therein ; and that in every fuch yard there fhall be a bath, 
and alfo a neceffary-houfe or privy to which fuch prifoners refpedively 
fhall have free accefs at all times, as far as the fame can be confiflently 
with the fafe keeping of fuch prifoners ; and that there ffiall be in every 
fuch yard a good water pump ; and that in every fuch Prifon there fhall be 
a common hall or kitchen for males and another for females ; and that in 
every County Gaol there fhall at the male fide be two yards provided as 
aforefaid, one for Debtors and King’s Evidence and the other for prifoners 
accufed of crimes ; and three common halls, one for Debtors and King’s 
Evidence, one for perfons charged with trealbn or felony, and one for 
perfons charged with or convifted of inferior offences; and that- the 
apartments for the prifoners in every fuch Prifon fhall be dry and airy, and 
fhall if poffible be fo numerous as to afford a feparate room or cell for each 

7 prifoner to fleep in, and that in every fuch Prifon there fhall be one or more 
room or rooms, cell or cells, according to the fize of fuch Prifon, fit for the 
reception and foUtary confinement of perfons of infane mind, or of out- 
rageous behaviour, as alfo a cliapel or room appropriated for religious 
purpofes, and one or more infirmary or infirmaries, or room or rooms for 
•the reception of fick prifoners, with fuitable rooms or clofets belonging 
thereto refpectively and alfo one or more room or rooms fit for and which 
ffiall be ap])ropriated to the exercife of trades and induftry ; and it fliall 
not be lawful to build any Gaol or other Prifon in Ireland which fliall not 
be on fuch a plan and of fi-ich dimenfions as to afford all and every accom- 
modations and advantages aforefaid refpeclively. 

And be it Enabled, That all and every the expence of building purchaf- 
ino- procuring altering enlarging and repairing the Marfhalfea of the Four 
Courts, and all and every -Penitentiary Houfe or Houfes in Ireland 
ffiai! be difeharged, and all and every Rent payable for or in refpebt thereof, 
or of the ground or appurtenances thereof refpectively, fhall be paid out of 
the Confolidated Fund of Ireland, and the faid expences of all and ev^-y 
County Prifons, whether Gaols Bridewells Houfes of Correction Sheriff’s 
Prifons or otherwife, fiiall be defrayed by the refpebtive counties by Prefent- 
ments on the faid counties,- to be made by the Grand Juries thereof refpec- 

g tively; (to wit) in the county of Dublin and county of the city of Dublin,

Prrfemmcnts And be , it EnaSed, That all Prefentments by this A6t required to 

<han"be in the County and county of the city of Dublin for the purpofes 

addition to of this A6t, drall be good valid and effectual to all intents and purpofes, and 
iSin'd applied to the purpofes of this Aft, in addition 

by Law. ' to the amount of any Prefentments which may by Law be made in the faid 
county and county of a city under and by virtue of any Aift or Afts in force 
in Ireland at the time of the paffing of this AS. 

Lord Litide- And be it Enaaed, That it thall and may be lawful to and for the Lord 
"he an°k°4" Liootenant or other Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland for the time 
i»g, repair- being, to order and direa, whenever he or they Ihall think proper, that the 
t&bm. Marthalfea of the Four Courts fhall be altered eulai-ged or repaired, or 

that a new Marlhalfea fhall be built on the fame or any other fcite or fitu- 
ation, and on any plan comprizing the accommodations and advantages in 
that refpea beforementioned, which he or they fhall think proper, and in 
like manner that any Penitentiary Houfe or Houfes fhall be built altered 
enlarged or repaired at luch time or times on fuch plan or plans comprizinv 
the faid advantages, and in fuch place or places as he or they fliall think 
proper, and to iffue his and their order to the Board of Works for the exe- 
cuting^ of fuch work- accordingly, who fhall caufe the fame to be executed 
according to fuch order, in fuch way, whether'by contraft or otherwife, as 
fhall be direaed by fuch order, and for default of fuch direaion then in 
filch way as they fhall think proper. 

Ex- And be it Enaaed, That it fhall and may be lawful for the Grand Juries 
County Pri- aforefaid, at^ the Affizes and Prefenting Terms refpeftively, and they are 9 
fons to be hereby required fj'om time to time to enquire into the ftate of the Gaols 
Houfes of Correftion and other Prifdns of their refpcaive 
the Counties. Counties, and if they fliall find them or any of them in want of repair or 
deficient in any of the accommodations or advantages aforefaid, they arc 
hereby empowered and required to prefent fuch fum or fums as fliall be 
deemed iiecelfary to remedy fuch deficiency, whether by enlarguicr or alter- 
ing the fame, or by providing a new Prifoii in lieu thereof, or by building’' 
any new and additional Bridewell or Bridewells or Houfe or Houfes of 
Gorredlion, or to effedluate fuch repair as may be neceffary, and to contract, 
and qgree with any perfon or perlbns for building re-building finifliing 
repairing altering or enlarging any Gaol or other Prifon as aforefaid, or any 
buildings or conveniencies belonging thereto, at a certain fum payment 
or allowance foi the fame, flich Contra6tor or Contradtors giving fuflicient 10 
fecLirity by recognizance in double the fum to be contradted for? and to be 
approved of by flicb Grand Jury for the due performance thereof, to the 
raid'dowa.^' refpeaive Clerks of the Peace for fuch county ; and it fliail be lawful for 
the Gland Jury at any Affizes or Prefenting Term, to prefent one or 
more main or mains or pipes, of fuch bore or bores as they fhall think pro- 
per, to be laid in the mofl convenient line to convey Water to any fuch Gaol 
or other Prifon whenever they fhall. find it poflible and deem it expedient fo 
to do, and fhall have the confent of the Owner or Owners of the water fb 
to be conveyed, and accordingly at all times to convey water through the 
fame, and to prefent fuch fum or fums as fliall be neceffary for the purpofe, 
and alfo_ to prefent at each Spring Affizes or Eafter Term a reafonable fum 
to be laifed upon the county, and paid as- a Rent for the ufe of the water to 
be fo conveyed, if the fame fliall be demanded : Provided always, that if 
any perfon or perfons fhall think they may be injured by the paffing of fuch. 
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pipes or waEerco'jrfes thro\jgh their Lands, they may at the faid Term or 
Alhzes or at the Term or Affizes immediately following, enter in open 
Court a traverfe to thehiid Prerentmeiit, and the Jury trying fuch traverfe 
thaii true vercha give, whether any and what damage" will arife to the 
perfon or perfons fo traveriing, and the verdia fo found lhall be con- 
ciiifive (.0 the party oi parties, and either in the lame or the next fucceed- 
ing Term or Affizes the Grand Jury of the laid county may preiait fuch 
•fam fo found, to be railed upon the county at large and paid to fuch "rra- 
vsi-fer or Traverfers, and upon the fum fo found being paid or tendered, it 
lhall_ be lav.’ful for the overfeers or perfons employed by them, to proceed to 
eaufe the laid mala or pipe to be laid or watercourfe’ to be made ; and if 
any perfon or perfons Iball at any time obliruft the overfeers or the perfon 
or poflons employed in laying inch main or pipe or making fuch w-ater-' 
courfe, and lhall be convifted thereof before any one Juftice of the Peace 
for the laid county, either upon confeffion of the party accufcd or upon the 
oath of one credible witnefs, every fuch perfon lhall for any fuch offence 
forfeit the fum of live pounds, to be paid to the Treafurer of the countv, 
to be by him placed to the credit of the county, to be levied by diftrefs and 
fale of the goods and chattels of the perfon or perfons, fo offending, upon 
the warrant of the JulHce of the Peace before whom complaint lhall be 
made. 



AND, the better to preferve fuch pipe main or watercourfe when laid or penult}- on 
; made; BE it Enacted, I'hat if any perfon or perfons fliail wilfully deltroy <l*iniaging 
or injure any part of the laid jiipe or mam or watercourle, or' of any pipe 
main or watercourle tiirough which water lhall be conveyed to any Prifon 
in Ireland, or to any of the yards or buildings thereto belonging, lo as to 
prevent the u-ater from regularly and fully flowing to the fame, or lhall 
mfert any cock or pipe into any part of inch main, or make any cut to 
divert the water thereof to any other jmrpofe, fo as not to leave a fufficient 
lupply thereof .for fuch Pnlun, and lhall upon indifiment be coin'icted 
thereof, he or they .lhall be committed to the County Gaol, and fl-iall therein 
remain in dole confinement for one year or until he or Ihe lhall pay 
a, fum of fifty pounds, one-half .thereof to the Treafurer of the countv, to 
be by him placed to the credit of the county, and the other half to the 
perfon or perfons who lhall difeover and caule the laid Offender or 
Offenders to be convidted. 



Provided always, and be it Enabled and Declared', That nothing in this Plan of 
A6l lhall extend to authorize any fuch Grand Jury or Grand Juries, and 
that it lhall not be lawful for any Grand Jury to begin to build or rebuild provx/by 
any Inch Gaol or any other Prifon, until the plan or feite thereof, and alfo t-ord Lieute- 
the contradt or contracts upon which the fame is propoled to be built or 
13 rebuilt lhall have been pr.evioufly agreed to and approved of Iw the Lord 
Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland for the time 
being. 



And .be it Enadled., That all Bridewells which lhall be ijuilt repaired KHdowells 
purchaled or taken at a Rent under this Adt, lhall be deemed and taken to as 

be County Bridewells to all intents and purpofes, as if built under thepro- Cnmiiy 
vilions of any of the Adis hereby entirely or in part repealed.

opportunity to make provifion for the fame as aforefaid ; BE it Enacted, cidpnts, , 

1 hat in .cal'e .any fire or other fodden accidents lhall happen in any of

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the Gaols or othei’ County Prifons aforefaid, it fliail and may be lawful to' 
and for rhe Higli Sheriff or Sheriffs of fuch county to caufe an eftitnate 
and valuation to be then forthwith made of the fum iieceffir-v to be 
expended on the repair and prefcrvation of fuch Gaol or other Priion, and 
that theieui:on it fhall and maybe lawful for any three or more Juftices 
of the Peace for fuch county, after having jointly inljjeaed the faid damage 
to make an order under their bands and feals on the Treafurer of fich 
county to pay or advance to any jjerfbn or perfons fpecified in fuch order, ta 
ludi lum of films as miuy be necefliiry to complete fuch repair not exceed- 
ing the Him of one hundred ])oiinds, which fum or fums the' faid Treafurer 
is hereby required to pay, provided he has in his hands money of the faid 
county liifEcient for that purpote, which fum fo paid fhall be replaced bv 
Prcfentment to lie made for that purpofe in manner aforefaid at the frir 
opportunity which fhall occur after the payment thereof.

And be it Enafted, That if at any time it fliall be thought proper to 
build a new Gaol, or any other new County Prifon, and the fum which fhall 
e be lieceffary for that purpofe fhall lie greater than it mav be proper to raite 
on fuch county in one half par, then and in every fuch cafe it fhall be 
lawful to prefent in the lirft iuftance the whole fum to be expended therein ; 1 1 
and to direfl in and by fuch Prcfentment that the fame fhall be railed on " 
the county by any half-yearly or yearly films or inftalments in manner and 
at the times therein fpecified, and the fame fhall be fo railed accordingly :■ 
Provided always, that it fhall be lawful for any fubfequent Grand Jmy'to 
prefent that any of the faid inftalments fliall be increafed to any fum that 
fhall be found neceffary or proper. 

AND, for the more fpeedy completion of any fuch work, BE it Enafted, 

. That as foon as fuch Frefentinent fhall be made, or at any tiiT,,. . . times 
f after the making of fuch Prelcntment, and before the completiiw c' uch 
; work, it flnill and may be lawful to and for the Lord Lieutenant ■■ Mther 
Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland for the time being, if he ' ■> fiey 
t fhall think jiroper fo to do, to caufe to be advanced out of tlie Coiiloid it.d 
Eund to tile Pjeafiiiei oi Inch county, on the taithof fuch Prcfeiitmcnr, the 
whole ot tiie^ fum lo preiented, or ib much thereof as fhall not have been 
railed or received at the time of fuch advance, or any part lhare or propor- 
tion thereof ; ilich fum or fums to be ap|ilied by fuch I'realiirer to the 
purpofes of fuch Prefeinment, in the fame manner in all refpecis as if the

any ftamp, ftating therein out of what yearly or half-yearly iiiftalment or

fame is to be repaid ; and the fame (hall be fo repaid accordingly by the 
Treafurer of the faid comity for the time being, to fuch perfon his executors 
or adminiftrators. 

And be it further Enadted, That eveiy Grand Jury after fiicli 
prefentment made as aforefaid, lhall give notice of fuch Prefentment 
having been made three times at leaft in fome public Newspaper 
circulating in or near fuch county, of their intention of contrafHng 
I'j with any perfon or perfons for builditig re-building repairing hnifliing 
altering or enlarging or laying hich main or pipe to fuch Gaol or other 
Prifon as aforefaid, or for doing any part or parts of fuch work ; and every 
fuch Contra 61 : or Contrafe fliaii be made at the moft reafonabie price or 
prices which fhali be propofed by fuch Contraflor or Contractors, as fhall be 
deemed by the faid Juries the moft proper and refponfible perfons to carry' 
fuch contract or contracts into execution refpectivelv ; and all contradt or 
contradts when agi'eed upon, and ail orders relating (hereto, fliall be entered 
in a book-to be kept by the rerpedtive Clerks of the Peace for the time being, 
whoarc hereby required to keep the fame among the Records of the county, 
to be from time to time inf[)ccted at all reafoEiable times by any of the faid 
Juries in their refpeftive counties, or by any perfon or perfons employed or 
. to be employed by any fuch county, without fee or reward.. 

And be it Enadled, That when any Prefentment fliall be ‘made for 
building enlarging or altering any Gaol or other Prifon as aforefaid, it fhall 
and may be lawful for the Grand jury making fuch Prefentment, to appoint 
not lefs tlian fix nor more than twelve perfons to be Overfetrs or 
jS Commiflioners for caufing the faid Prefentment to be carried into execution 
and effcfl ; and if they fliall not do fo, or if any of the perfons fo appointed 
fhall die or fhall ceafe to a6l as fuch Commiffioner or Overfeer before fuch 
work fliall be completed, then and In everv fuch cafe it fhali and may be 
lawful for any fucceediiig Grand Jury to appoint fuch Overfeers or Commif- 
fioiiers, or to complete the number thereof, as the cafe may require, or to 
add to the fame, but fo as that there fhall not at any one time be moi'e than 
twelve fuch Commiffioners ; and any five or more of fuch Overfeers 
or Commiffioners fhall be in all cafes competent to do any a6l which the 
whole of the laid Commiffioners could or might lawfully do. 

And 1)6 it Eiiacfled, That all and every the Grand Juries afore- 
faid, after Prefentment made as aforefaid, fliall have full power and 
authority to buv or purchafe any houfes buildings lands tenements or

And be it further Enacled, That the faid Keeper fliall be anfwerable for 
the fife' tufiody of all fuch.prilbners as lhall be confined in fkid Marlhalfca 
Priloa, and that he lhall oulerve and perform the feveral and reipebUve 87 
Rules herein required of other Keepers of Prifons wherein debtors are 
confined. 

Provided always, and be it further Enabled, That fuch nomination
